REFERENDUM  TODAY 


PARITY  COMES  TO  A  VOTE 


Today  and  tomorrow,  the  student  reps  on 
the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
are  holding  a  referendum,  under  the  auspices  of 
S.A.C.,  recommending  that  no  students 
participate  in  any  meeting  of  the  interim 
General  Committee  of  the  Council  until  the 
Council  constitutes  a  committee  of  five 
students,  five  staff,  and  Arts  and  Science  Dean 
A.D.  Allan  to  work  towards  recommending 
restructuring  policy  for  the  Faculty  Council. 
This  Committee  would  report  by  March  1,  1971. 

This  interim  general  committee  was  set  up 
last  year  by  the  Council  to  attempt  to 
restructure  the  Council's  present  unwieldy  size 
and  to  study  the  whole  question  of 
representation  on  this  body.  Especially  as 
applied  to  student  demands  for  decision-making 
responsibility. 

Student  leaders  of  the  push  for  student 
legislation  respectability  became  upset  in 
October  when  the  interim  Committee  tabled, 
until  next  April,  a  student  representative  request 
to  have  a  guaranteed  restructuring  committee 
consisting  of  five  students,  five  staff  and  the 
Dean. 

The  student  leaders  feel  this  action  defeats 
ffectively  any  chances  for  full  discussion  of  the 
.tudent  responsibility  issue,  and  any  hope  of 
significant  reform.

THE  ISSUES 

*  We  request  that  no  student  participate  in  any 
meeting  of  the  interim  General  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  until  it 
has  constituted  a  commission  to  restructure  the 
Faculty  Council.  This  commission  to  have  equal 
staff/student  membership  and  to  report  by  March  1st, 
1971. 

*  We  request  that  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science  be  restructured  to  allow  equal 
staff/student  representation  at  the  departmental  and 
college  basis. 


REMEMBER 


1.  The  restructuring  commission  referred  to  in  the 
first  question  is  a  body  to  propose  a  new  structure  of 
the  Faculty  Council  and  this  proposal  has  to  be 
ratified  by  the  present  body. 

2.  Your  opinion  on  the  second  question  is  to  be  a 
guideline  for  this  commission's  work.

Noise  Pollution  ? 


Radio  Erindale  was 
created  in  the  spring  of 
1970  to  combat  the 
disinterest  that  was  growing 
in  the  college.  The 
entertainment  factor  was 
only  secondary.  At  that 
time,  the  problem  of  noise 
was  brought  before  the 
Student  Facilities 
Committee  of  the  E.C.C. 
and  the  report  that  was 
accepted     by     the     E.C.C. 


included  a  proposal  that 
noise  be  controlled  in  the 
Cafeteria.  Fortunately,  or 
unfortunately,  depending 
on  how  you  look  at  it,  the 
Council  did  not  pass  a 
motion  concerning  this 
issue. 

Throughout  the 
summer,  those  people  that 
were  instrumental  in  setting 
up  the  early  radio,  Jim 
Thomson,     Dave     House, 


Mike  Walker,  and  myself, 
decided  to  continue  the 
experiment.  After  receiving 
support  from  Principal 
Wilson  and  S.A.G.E.  (in 
theory),  this  group 
proceeded  to  obtain 
estimates  on  costs  and 
various  systems.  The  whole 
system  was  to  be  based  on 
the  use  of  volume  controls 
so  that  the  speakers  could 
be  turned  down.

Miller's  staff,  the  Radio 
personnel  proceeded  to 
instal  the  ceiling  speakers  in 
the  Common  Room  and  the 
Cafeteria.  Wall  speakers 
were  not  used  because  of 
the  high  rate  of  disappearing 
equipment  last  year.  (The 
Radio  has  already  had  one 
speaker  taken  from  the 
Environmental  Room  at  the 
Colman  House.

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The  temporary 
construction  of  the  College 
building  is  now  creating 
problems  which  should  have 
been  foreseen,  both  by  Mr. 
Miller's  staff  and  the  people 
on  the  Radio.  Unfortun- 
ately, through  lack  of 
technical  assistance,  the 
noise  problem,  created 
above  the  acoustic  tile,  is 
higher  than  anticipated. 
Consequently,  the  present 
problem. 

Professor  Adamowski 
of  the  English  Department, 
who  had  an  office  directly 
over  the  Common  Room, 
circulated  a  petitition  to 
shut  down  the  Radio. 
Instead  of  going  to  the 
Radio  with  his  problem  to 
try  and  work  out  some 
solution,  Prof.  Adamowski 
went  to  the  Student 
Facilities  Committee.  This 
Committee,  instead  of  going 
to  the  Radio,  presented  a 
notice  of  motion  to  prevent 
the  Radio  from 
broadcasting  in  the 
Cafeteria  from  11:30  a.m. 
to  1:30  p.m.  The  second 
motion  concerned  the 
removal  of  the  volume 
controls.  All  this  was  done 
without  contact  with  the 
personnel  on  the  Radio. 

The  idea  of  volume 
controls  was  to  turn  down 
the  Radio.  The  problem  not 
envisioned  was  the 
inconsiderate  use  of  these 
controls.  To  combat  this,  all 
the  Radio  need  do  is 
co-ordinate  the  volume 
controls  and  the  amplifiers 
so  that  the  upper  volume 
possible  would  be  at  a  low 
noise  level  —  that  way,  the 
Cont'd  p.  2 
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only  direction  the  volume 
could  be  regulated  at  is 
lower.  Also  needed  is  more 
considerate  use  of  the 
controls  by  the  students. 

As  far  as  shutting  down 
between  11:30  and  1:30, 
the  purpose  behind  the 
Radio  was  communication. 
Noon  hour  is  the  time  when 
most  people  use  the 
Cafeteria.  The  programming 
indeed  has  been  of  a  low 
calibre,  but  this  has  been 
due  to  the  small  library  of 
records  available  to  the 
Radio.  This  is  changing  as 
each  week  passes. 

If  there  could  be  a  little 
give  and  take  by  both  sides, 
these  problems  could  be 
eliminated. 

There  has  been  a  lot  of 
talk  both  in  the  S.A.G.E. 
Council  and  the  E.C.C. 
about  who  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  Radio.  This  is  just  a 
lot  of  talk  over  nothing. 
Face  reality.  The  College 
has  control  over  the 
buildings  on  this  campus.  If 
the  Radio  was  to  be  shut 
down,  all  that  need  be  done 
is  to  change  the  locks  on 
several  doors. 

The  continuing 
existence  of  a  happy  life  at 
Erindale  requires 
compromise.  If  this  fails, 
Erindale  can  be  polarized  to 
the  extent  of  sit-ins  and 
violence.  Perhaps  this  would 
a  benefit.  People  would  be 
involved.  The  problem  is, 
sooner  or  later  people  have 
to  face  the  reality  of 
society.  Why  not  now? 
Learning  to  live  with  the 
establishment  is  part  of 
University  learning.

involved." 

It  was  decided  to 
discuss  the  report  designed 
by  the  Striking  Committee. 
This  committee,  made  up  of 
the  student  members  of  the 
E.C.C,  convened  under  Dr. 
Rae,  after  last  month's 
E.C.C.     meeting,     proposed 


the  inclusion  of  two 
graduate  students  on  the 
Research  and  Graduate 
Studies  Committee.  This 
report  was  accepted. 

What  followed  was  a 
long  debate  on  whether  or 
not  undergrads  would  be 
useful  on  such  a  committee. 
Mr.  Taylor  argued  the 
decision  as  to  whether  or 
not  undergrads  would  be 
useful  on  such  a  committee. 
Mr.  Taylor  argued  that  what 
person  should  receive  a 
grant  must  be  decided  by 
that  person's  peers.  It  was 
po  inted  out  by  Mr. 
Adamowski  that  on  a 
question  about  a  chemistry 
research  project,  an  English 
professor  could  hardly  be 
considered  a  peer,  whereas  a 
chemistry   undergrad  could. 

Discussion  ended  when 
Bill  Cooper  motioned  to 
"put  the  question"  at  a  very 
opportune  moment,  and 
this  motion  was  passed  by 
the  Council.  This  meant 
that  all  discussion  must  stop 
and  the  motion  on  the  floor 
must  be  brought  to  a  vote. 

At  this  point,  Prof. 
Elliot  Slighted  all  those 
people  who  voted  to  put  the 
motion,  calling  them  a 
"Goon  Squad".  (Not  a  very 
appealing  adjective  to  the 
majority  of  his  colleagues, 
who  had  voted  against  him 
and  for  the  student  faction). 

The  motion  was  voted 
on  and  two  undergraduate 
students  were  instituted 
onto  the  committee  along 
with  two  graduate  students. 

The  Scholarships  and 
Awards  Committee  also 
opposed  student 
membership  on  the  grounds 
of  the  need  for  confidential 
information  about  students 
being  discussed  with  other 
students.  Bob  Rudolf 
proposed  a  motion  that  the 
committee  be  restructured. 
He  proposed  a 
sub-committee  be  formed  to 
deal  with  confidential 
matters. 

Ian  Hall  was  accepted 
onto  the  Committee  with 
this   restructuring   in  mind.

University    100    is    slowly    becoming    a    little    more " 
systematized. 

On  Friday,  November  20,  one  of  Uni  100's  key 
supporters,  Dean  E.A.  Robinson,  the  student  drafter  of  a 
Uni  100  marking  system,  Jim  Leising,  and  the  body  of  this 
group's  staff  and  students  discussed  a  document  defining 
the  three-credit  first-year  course  in  a  way  Robinson  hopes 
would  satisfy  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science. 

The  University,  he  seems  to  have  decided,  is  just  not 
ready  for  a  totally  loose,  undefined  course  structure. 

One  of  their  early  precepts,  student  self-evaluation, 
should  be  defined,  on  suggestion  of  Leising  and  Dean 
Robinson.  Each  student  can  still  evaluate  himself,  but  he  or 
she  should  each  have  an  evaluation  committee.  Each 
committee  would  examine  its  students  work  and  submit 
marking  recommendations  to  a  Board  of  Evaluation,  in 
conjunction  with  the  student's  knowledge  of  how  he  or  she 
is  being  evaluated. 

The  marking  system  would  be  a  contractual  one. 

Uni  100  wants  to  survive,  and  they  should.  They  are  a 
little  hyper-sensitive  to  criticism,  but  what  organism 
fighting  for  survival  is  not?  They  get  a  lot  of  static  from  the 
Erindalian  and  from  other  students  who  feel  these 
"slackards"  are  scooping  up  an  easy  three  credits. 

Far  from  being  slackards,  these  students  are  probably 
involved  more  directly  and  more  effectively  with  their 
academic  lives  arid  personal  future  than  any  other 
hard-working  students  who  follow  the  tried-and-true 
University  path  to  social  security  and  comfort. 

Following  is  Robinson's  and  Leising's  tentative  Policy 
on  Evaluation  for  Uni.  100.  It  makes  interesting  reading  if 
you  are  curious  how  students  who  have  a  say  in  the  style  of 
their  education  are  working  towards  compromising  idealism 
and  institutional  "reality". 

These  students  are  learning  responsibility,  its 
frustrations,  and  elations.  This  is  a  far  better  way  to  pass  a 
stay  in  University  than  worrying  about  getting  late  essays  in 
to  obtain  a  mark. 

The  following  is  Leising's  original  preamble: 

"University  100  was  established  as  an  experiment  in 
educational  methodology.  One  direction  of  this  experiment 
is  to  examine,  not  only  intellectually,  but  actively,  some  of 
the  underlying  myths  and  models  of  the  contemporary 
educational  system.  One  myth  which  begs  explanation  is 
that  there  exists  comparative  standards  by  which  one  man 
on  the  basis  of  his  own  experience  can  view  the 
performance  of  another  man  and  decide  that  this  man's 
performance  is  good  or  non-good.  We,  of  University  100, 
choose  to  test  the  assumption  that  such  an  evaluatory  task 
is  one  which  every  man  must  undertake  of  and  for  himself, 
if  this  evaluation  is  to  have  any  real  meaning.  Thus,  we 
offer  a  system  of  evaluation  which  not  only  allows,  but 
which  demands,  each  person  to  undertake  this  painful  yet 
extremely  important  task  of  self -evaluation." 

Below  is  the  ''Policy  on  Evaluation"  altered  and 
clarified  by  Robinson,  but  basically  agreed  to  by  Leising. 
The  preamble  is  changed  considerably,  apparently  to  avoid 
hassles  with  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science: 

"University  100  was  established  as  an  experiment.  One 
direction  in  this  experiment,  that  the  students  of  University 
100  wish  to  investigate,  is  the  examination  of  some  of  the 
assumptions  that  underlie  the  contemporary  system  of 
university  education. 

They  believe,  in  the  matter  of  evaluation,  that  any 
system  is  difficult  to  justify  in  an  absolute  sense, 
particularly  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences,  but  that 
if  any  particular  system  is  to  have  enduring  value  to  the 
student,  then  it  must  allow  each  student  to  undertake  the 
extremely  important  task  of  self-evaluation. 

The  students  of  University  100  realise  that,  in  the 
matter  of  evaluation,  self-evaluation  is  not  yet  sufficient  as 
the  sole  criterion  for  award  of  a  University  of  Toronto 
degree.  They  have  therefore  devised  the  following  system  to 
provide  an  equitable  procedure  for  satisfying  the  current 
regulations  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  while 
allowing  the  maximum  opportunity  for  each  individual 
student  to  realise  his  own  intellectual  potential. 

I.  The  Board  of  Evaluation  and  Evaluation  Committees 

1     The  Board  of  Evaluation  will  consist  of  the  four  present 
faculty  associated   with  University   100  and  four  students 
elected  by  the  members  of  University  100. 
2.    An   Evaluation  Committee   will   consist  of  two  faculty 
and  three  students  chosen  by  the  particular  student  to  be 


Probe  Erindale  Opposes 
Road  Widening 

Erindale  College  has  lent  support  to  the  Erindale 
segment  of  Pollution  Probe  in  its  efforts  to  oppose  the  ^^ 
projected  alteration  of  Mississuaga  Road,  north  of  Dundas  ^B 
Highway  to  south  of  Streetsville.  They  feel  that  this  would 
cause  undue  imbalance  of  the  ecological  and  environmental 
factors  which  are  associated  with  and  may  result  from  such 
a  move. 

If  Mississuaga  Town  Council  saw  fit  to  continue  in  its 
plans  to  widen  Mississuaga  Road,  the  established  ecological 
community  along  the  route  would  be  disrupted,  a  prime 
example  being  the  loss  of  many  trees  which  have  taken  a 
hundred  years  to  develop.  The  role  of  trees  in  our  habitat  is 
varied  and  complex,  neither  to  be  underestimated  nor  taken 
lightly.  Trees  balance  certain  climatic  variations  acting 
alternately  as  a  cooling  device  during  summer,  a  natural 
humidifier  due  to  water  loss  through  transpiration,  and  as  a 
heat  retainer  during  winter.  Specialized  ecological 
communities  develop  in  and  around  trees  providing  both 
food  and  shelter  for  wild  life  and  insects  whose  absence  is 
noticeable  in  most  urban  centres. 

In  their  capacity  as  a  barrier  to  winds,  trees  break 
strong  winds  which  otherwise  could  do  severe  erosional 
damage.  In  continuing  their  role  as  a  barrier,  trees  function 
as  a  filtering  system  removing  airborne  dust  and  grit  whose 
source  may  be  from  the  road  or,  in  the  future,  from 
construction  in  the  Erin  Mills  Development. 

Trees  form  a  noise  damper  for  many  of  the  homes 
existing  along  Mississuaga  Road,  yet  even  this  vegetation 
seems  insufficient  in  consideration  of  the  noise  levels 
already  present  along  the  route  due  to  its  use  by  heavy 
transports  and  other  commercial  cartage  vehicles.  This 
traffic  at  times  disrupts  even  normal  conversation  during 
the  day  and  disturbs  the  evenings  and  nights  of  residents. 
McGill  House,  a  residence  on  the  Erindale  College  Campus, 
has  experienced  these  intrusions.  The  noise  tolerance  level 
of  Mississuaga  Road  residents  would  be  exceeded  should 
the  road  be  widened  and  straightened  thereby  bringing  the 
roadway  closer  to  their  homes  and  compounding  the 
problem  by  encouraging  a  greater  volume  of 
traffic. 

Pollution  Probe  Erindale  will  work  in  co-operation  with 
the  Mississuaga  Road  Ratepayers  Association,  which  is 
deeply  concerned  with  the  possibility  that  the  character  of 
the  road  will  be  changed,  and  will  also  be  working  with  the 
Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee  of  the  Erindale  College 
Council,  whichis  concerned  with  the  widening  and 
straightening  of  the  road  as  it  affects  the  College  proper. 

With  the  realization  that  the  aesthetic  value  of  such  a 
rural  road  is  an  asset  in  an  expanding  urban  area  such  as 
Mississuaga,  Dr.  Paul  Maycock,  a  botanist  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee  of  the  Erindale 
College  Council  proposed  the  following  motion  which  was^^ 
overwhelmingly  approved  by  a  general  meeting  of  the^B 
Council.  ^^ 

"Whereas  Erindale  College  from  its  inception  has  been 
closely  associated  with  historic  and  scenic  Mississuaga 
Road,  one  of  the  earliest  travel  routes  in  the  southern  part 
of  Ontario  and  whereas  the  picturesque  features  of  this 
roadway  are  so  much  in  harmony  with  those  of  the  campus 
of  Erindale,  and  so  typical  of  what  can  be  considered  rural 
Ontario  in  this  highly  populated  and  changing  part  of  our 
province;  be  it  here  resolved  that  the  Erindale  College 
Council  is  resolutely  opposed  to  schemes  that  would  widen 
the  roadbed,  destroy  the  roadside  plantings  and 
environment  and  completely  alter  the  natural  and  scenic 
regimen;  and  lends  its  prestige  and  support  to  inform  the 
public,  to  prevent  this  tragedy  from  coming  to  pass." 

selected  from  among  the  eight  members  of  the  Evaluation 
Board.  Two  additional  members  may  be  added  to  a 
Committee  by  the  student  to  be  evaluated  provided  that  (a) 
they  have  special  insight  into  the  work  of  the  student, 
and/or  (b)  they  are  knowledgeable  in  the  field  of  study  of 
the  student.  The  Committee  may,  by  unanimous  decision, 
deny  seats  to  additional  members. 

3.  Decisions  by  Evaluation  Committees  will  be  by  simple 
majority  vote,  and  will  be  reported  to  the  Evaluation  Board 
for  confirmation. 

4.  Any  member  of  the  Evaluation  Board  will  be  subject  to 
recall  by  the  University  100  group  and  will  be  asked  to 
resign  if  the  University  100  group  so  indicates  by  simple 
majority  vote. 

II.  The  Contract 

1.  Each  student  enrolled  in  University  100  will  meet  with 
his  Committee  to  negotiate  a  Contract. 

2.  The  Contract  will  constitute  a  written  agreement 
between  the  student  and  the  Evaluation  Board  pertaining 
to: 

(a)  the  field  and  scope  of  the  student's  study 
programme  (to  be  submitted  by  1  December,  1970) 

(b)  the  agreed  marking  system  (see  below) 

(c)  if  the  student  so  wishes,  the  desired  mark; 

(d)  the  means  of  fulfilling  the  contract; 

(e)  the  method  of  presentation  of  evidence  as  proof  of 
fulfillment  of  the  contract. 

Items  (b)  to  (e)  must  be  negotiated  before  April  1,  1971. 

3.  Before  May   10th   1971,  the  student  will  present  to  his 
Committee    evidence    that    he    has    fulfilled   his   contract 
agreements.  This  evidence  will  be  in  the  form  previously  ^^ 
agreed  upon  by  the  student  and  the  Board.  ^B 

III.  Grading  System 

1.  An  individual  will  draw  up  a  contract  with  his 
Evaluation  Committee  which  will  be  approved  by  the 
Evaluation  Board. 

2.  The  student  will  negotiate  a  contract  for  a  mark  ranging 
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ecLLtcria_t  de-p"b  . 


The  Education  Commissioner  of  S.A.C.,  Bob

who  used  to  be  an  Erindale  student. 

Why  were  they  here?  To  put  up  posters  and 
distribute  literature  concerning  the  referendum 
which  is  going  on  today.  But  why  was  this 
necessary!!  Why  were  S.A.C.  personnel  out  here 
doing  a  job  which  should  be  the  responsibility  of 
S.A.G.E.? 

There  are  eleven  year  reps  in  S.A.G.E.,  none  of 
whom  have  any  particular  duties  set  down  in  the 
present  constitution  —  couldn't  they  spare  the 
little  time  necessary  to  get  the  propaganda  from 
S.A.C.  and  put  it  up? 

S.A.G.E.  may  not  be  constitutionally  bound  to 
do  the  work  of  the  student  representatives  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  Council.  Neither  is 
S.A.C. 

S.A.C.  seems  to  realize  that  as  representatives 
of  the  student  body,  they  have  a  duty  to  see  that 
students  are  well-informed  about  important  issues 
affecting  them,  even  if  the  issue  does  not  directly 
constitutionally  affect  S.A.C.

There  has  been  a  gross  dereliction  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  S.A.G.E.  year  representatives  over 
the  referendum  issue.

No  More  Extension  Students

As  of  this  summer  coming,  there  will  be  no  distinction 
made  between  extension  students  and  regular  students.  This 
University-wide  change  will  have  an  effect  on  the  Erindale 
College  Council. 

The  extension  students  will  hold  an  election  before  the 
next  E.C.C.  meeting  to  elect  four  representatives  who  will 
take  office  immediately. 

Originally,  it  was  proposed  in  the  Council  meeting  of 
November  16,  that  there  should  be  ten  representatives.  Ian 
Hall,  fearing  that  this  number  of  extension  student  reps 
would  be  a  very  strong  conservative  element  in  the 
Council,,  presented  mathematical  evidence  proving  that  10 
representatives  would  be  an  over-representation. 

He  said  that  the  500  extension  students,  taking  an 
average  of  1 .4  courses  each,  should  have  one  representative 
per  10  day  student  representatives  on  the  E.C.C.  That 
would  then  limit  them  to  four  representatives  for  this  year's 
Council. 


ToddYrS  Graduate.. 

Big  Investment,  Poor  Quality

The  1960's  have  witnessed  an  unprecedented  growth  in 
education.  Never  in  the  history  of  Western  civilization  has 
the  need  for  "good"  education  been  stressed  with  more 
vigor.  In  North  America,  especially,  the  educational 
facilities  have  never  been  more  numerous  or  better 
equipped;  the  Province  of  Ontario  alone  has  constructed 
and  staffed  five  universities  in  as  many  years.  And  yet,  with 
this  great  capital  investment,  this  tremendous  stress  on 
academic  achievement,  the  universities  of  this  country  and 
the  United  States  are  turning  out,  on  the  average,  the  worst 
graduates  either  country  has  seen  in  their  educational 
history. 

Today's  society  sees  education,  especially  university,  as 
a  key  to  both  cultural  appreciation  (learning  how  to  use 
your  spare  time)  and  high  paying  employment.  Emphasis  is 
nearly  always  placed  on  the  latter.  The  elevation  of 
technology  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  to  that  of  a 
semi-religion  has  done  much  to  create  this  distortion  of 
educational  values. 

Since  the  orbiting  of  the  first  Soviet  Sputnik  in  1957, 
technology  has  assumed  a  major  role  in  our  daily  lives.  The 
use  of  electronic  equipment,  symbolized  by  the  computer, 
has  led  to  the  centralization  of  government  and  industry 
and  the  resultant  creation  of  huge  systems  of  control  or 
management.  These  systems,  whose  operation  depends  on 
electronic  technology,  are  continually  in  need  of  trained 
technicians  or  scientists.  Private  industry  in  particular  has  a 
steady  demand  for  university  graduates  with  a  scientific 
background. 

Thus,  as  technology  expands  the  university  comes 
under  continual  pressure  from  private  industry  to  produce 
greater  numbers  of  technicians  and  scientists.  These 
personnel,  once  they  graduate,  are  quickly  absorbed  into 
the  giant  corporations  of  private  industry,  corporations 
which  rely  on  government  subsidies  and  contracts  for  most 
of  their  business.  This  working  agreement  between 
government  and  industry  has  commonly  been  dubbed  the, 
"military-industrial  complex".  It  is  this  co-operation  which 
has  led  to  the  tremendous  increase  in  financial  aid  to 
education  from  government  sources.  Private  industry  relies 
on  technology  which  in  turn  is  dependent  on  the 
innovation  of  the  scientist.  The  university  supplies  the 
scientific  innovators  by  making  use  of  financial  aid 
provided  by  the  government.  This  aid  is  a  result  of  insistent 
demands  made  by  private  industry  for  more  trained 
personnel,  (i.e..  the  "gap"  scares). 

The  university,  therefore,  has  become,  in  part,  a 
recruiting  ground  for  the  needs  of  private  industry.  The 
financial  security  offered  by  employment  within  big 
corporations  has  served  as  an  incentive  to  many  to  enter 
college  as  a  means  of  obtaining  economic  security  in  later 
life.  The  diploma  is  no  longer  looked  upon  as  an  academic 
achievement  but  rather  is  translated  into  an  annual  salary. 
This  altitude,  despite  the  tremendous  publicity  of  the 
supposedly  new  norms  of  the  young  is  held  by  the  majority 
of  college  students.  They  are  not  concerned  with  bringing 
the  world  down  to  a  human  scale,  then  chief  aim  is  to 
continue    and    improve    their    present    material    existence.

Technology,  however,  has  need  for  only  a  relatively 
small  number  of  highly  trained  specialists  annually.  The 
great  advances  made  in  methods  of  production  has  placed 
greater  emphasis  on  brain  power,  and  less  on  physical 
labour.  Thus,  while  greater  numbers  of  students  enroll  in 
university  with  the  hope  of  highly  paying  employment 
relatively  few  of  these  students  can  actually  be  absorbed 
into  the  labour  market.  We  have,  in  other  words,  a  greater 
number  of  graduates  using  their  diplomas  to  bargain  for  a 
shrinking  number  of  jobs. 

The  university  was  originally  conceived  as  an  island  of 
learning  separated  from  the  rest  of  society  by  its  demands 
for  patient  study  and  quiet  scholarship.  The  demands  of 
technology  have  abruptly  brought  the  university  back  into 
the  mainstream  of  society.  Students  no  longer  attend 
university  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  This  pursuit  has 
been  replaced  by  a  demand  to  instill  the  virtues  of  the 
labour  market  within  the  overall  pattern  of  the  university 
(i.e.,  research  facilities  for  government  agencies). 

This  new  attitude  has  considerably  lowered  the  quality 
of  education  the  individual  receives.  As  Paul  Goodman  puts 
it,  "Young  people  now  come  to  university  who  are  too 
young,  who  have  never  done  or  seen  anything,  and  who  are 
ineducable  in  university  subjects."  I  think  this  attitude  of 
expediency  this  distortion  of  educational  values  has 
destroyed  the  original  concept  of  the  university.  By  placing 
the  degree  on  the  labour  market,  the  university  is  being 
exploited  in  the  same  manner  as  human  needs  and  our 
natural  environment  have  before  it.  The  debased  concept  of 
university  which  results,  has  destroyed  any  real  respect  that 
students  have  for  our  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
Judging  by  the  behaviour  of  students  at  Erindale  College, 
not  only  do  students  enter  university  ineducable,  but  they 
will  probably  graduate  in  the  same  manner.

Joe  Cocker:  "Mad  Dogs 
and  Englishmen" 

A  full  horn  section 
made  up  of  musicians  from 
Delaney  and  Bonnie  and 
Friends;  Chris  Stainton 
surviving  the  split  up  of  the 
Grease  Band  and  staying  on; 
Leon  Russel  on  guitar  and 
piano  two  drummers;  bongo 
and  conga  drums,  and  a 
chorus  of  men  and  women 
numbering  between  six  and 
eleven,  all  of  them  capable 
of  solo  spots.  Plus  their 
various  families  -  old  ladies, 
a  child  or  two,  and  a 
spotted  dog.  Although 
about  21  in  the  band  and 
another  21  in  the  family 
and  they  all  travel  from 
town  to  town  in  a  private 
plane. 

Together       with       Joe 


Cocker,  they've  put  out  a 
"super-duper",  album 

complete  with  "groovy" 
fold-out  jacket  with  all  the 
pretty  pictures  and 

paintings  that  just  don't 
seem  to  fill  the  void.  The 
imagery  is  apt  —  just  a 
troupe  of  performers  going 
through  their  well-memor- 
ized routine  as  cute  circus 
acts,  and  of  course  Cocker 
himself  sounding  more  than 
ever  like  a  hysterical 
caricature,  his  voice  at  times 
coming  out  in  a  kind  of 
awful  sustained  belch. 

That  Cocker  has  good 
taste  in  the  songs  he  picks 
has  been  said  before,  but  it's 
interesting  to  note  that 
except  for  the  multiple 
appearances  of  Leon 
Russell,      each      song     was 


written  by  a  different 
author.  Trouble  is,  the  band 
completely  misses  the  spirit 
of  sadness  or  desperation 
which  gave  the  original  life 
and  meaning.  All  that 
remains  is  the  funk  and  the 
cliches. 

Cocker  and  his 

musicians  are  on  far  safer 
ground  with  songs  which 
groove  along  merrily  and 
succeed  as  good  time  rock 
and  roll.  But  most  of  the 
time,  it's  pretty  dire,  and 
that  awful  kind  of  Delaney 
and  Bonnie  artificiality 
hangs  over  the  whole  thing 
like  a  curse.  I  can't  help 
thinkingthat  there's  a  better 
use  for  all  that  energy  and 
talent  than  demolishing 
ten-year  old  songs. 

Canned  Heat:   "Future 

Blues" 

The  Heat  have  been 
unusually  ingenious  about 
finding  the  common 
denominator  between 

country  blues  and  the 
rhythms  of  rock,  and  their 
traditional        tunes       have 


always  been  derived  from 
the  rhythmic  thrust  of  the 
original,  while  most  white 
blues  bands  will  simply  take 
old  lyrics  and  graft  them 
into  a  contemporary 
commercial  rhythm. 

"Future  Blues"  is  about 
the  best  example  of  their 
style,  even  though  the 
incredible  Vestike  is  absent, 
replaced  for  the  time  being 
by  Harvey  Mandel.  Mandel 
does  some  very  creative 
things;  his  new  choices  are 
sometimes  more  interesting 
than  Vestine's,  but  Vestine 
had  such  tremendous  energy 
and  drive  he  could  always 
be  counted  on  to  get  the 
already  powerful  rhythm 
section  at  its  peak.  Mandel's 
playing  is  more  ornamental 
and  tends  to  float  over  the 
top  of  things,  all  of  whicli- 
make  me  glad  that  Henrfl 
Vestine  is  back  in  the  band. 
Trouble  is,  Al  Wilson  isn't 
going  to  be  back,  not  in  this 
lifetime,  and  he  was  in 
many  ways  the  soul  of  the 
band.

Referendum 
Seen  By  S.A.C. 


The  Council  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  is  the  body  that 
has  ultimate  power  over  the 
academic  lives  of  the 
students  at  Erindale;  today 
and  tomorrow  students  have 
an  opportunity  by  voting  in 
the  referendum,  to  affect  the 
course  that  this  body  will 
take. 

The  Faculty  Council,  as 
well  as  making  all  decisions 
that  affect  the  entire 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
(such  as  admission  policy, 
curriculum  in  general, 
examination  and  marking 
policy,  student  petitions, 
timetabling,  etc.)  also 
reviews  the  action  of 
departments  and  colleges  (it 
has  the  power  to  reverse 
decisions  made  at  the 
decentralized  levels).  For 
example,  the  Faculty 
Council  passed  a  motion 
which  says,  "every  student 
in  every  first  year  course 
will  be  required  to  write  a 
formal  three  hour  final 
exam  in  each  of  his 
courses".  Exceptions  can  be 
made  to  this  rule  only  by 
appealing  to  the  Faculty 
Council  itself  -  thus 
students  in  experimental 
courses  in  first  year,  such  as 
University  100,  will  have  to 
sit  down  in  front  of  a  blank 
examination  paper  for  three 
hours  (as  students  in  one 
course  did  last  year)  unless 
the  Faculty  Council  rules 
otherwise.  The  faculty 
members  "giving"  the 
course,  and  the  students 
involved  don't  have  the 
power  to  decide  how  their 
course  should  be  evaluated. 

For  years  at  the  U  of  T 
there  has  been  a  "study 
week"  between  the  end  of 
classes  and  the  beginning  of 
final  examinations;  last 
May,  when  no  students  were 
around,  the  Faculty  Council 
decided  to  do  away  with 
study  week.  Students  will 
now  finish  classes  on  a 
Friday  and  begin  writing 
examinations  on  the  next 
Monday. 

This  year  there  are  34 
student  positions  on  a 
council  whose  voting 
membership  is  1,655 
that's  just  a  little  better 
than  2%  for  the  students. 
When  the  students  moved  to 
have  a  committee  formed  to 
restructure  the  governing 
body  of  the  Faculty  (with 
the  provision  that  the 
committee  should  have 
equal  staff  and  student 
representation,  as  did  the 
Commission  on  University 
Government),  the  motion 
was  tabled  for  six  months 
by  a  faculty  member.  Since 
this  not  only  unnecessarily 
delayed  any  reform,  but 
also  moved  the  time  of  any 
decision  to  the  summer 
when  there  would  not  be 
many  students  around  to 
examine  any  decisions 
made,  the  students  on  the 
Faculty  Council  decided  to 
withdraw  pending  a 
referendum  to  discover  if 
the      student      body 


supporteed  their  move  to 
constitute  a  parity  (equal 
numbers  of  teaching  staff 
and  students)  committee  to 
restructure  the  Faculty 
Council.  They  are  also 
asking  for  support  so  that 
the  Council  may  be 
restructured  to  allow  equal 
staff-student  representation 
at  the  departmental  and 
college  level. 

These  are  not  extreme 
requests  in  any  sense;  in 
fact,  they  resemble  the 
recommendations  of  the 
Report  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Government  of  the 
University  of  Toronto 
(CUG)  which  the  faculty 
council  has  been  reluctant 
to  adopt.  The  CUG 
Commission  (of  which  Pres. 
Bissell  was  a  member) 
wrote: 

"If  the  University  is  to 
be  controlled  by  its 
academic  components, 
power  should  be  shared. 
The  strongest  arguments  for 
parity  between  faculty  and 
students  are  based  both  on 
student  committment  to 
and  interest  in  the  learning 
process,  as  well  as  on  very 
important  political  and 
psychological  realities: 
unless  students  feel  secure 
in  their  influence, 
participation  becomes 
merely  token  ...  A  solution 
cannot  be  imposed  by  either 
students  or  faculty  upon 
one  another.  If  people  are 
to  live  together,  then  they 
must  be  able  to  agree  on  the 
basis   for    that   relationship. 

"Where  negotiations  are 
not  feasible,  at  a  faculty 
level  and  above,  parity  is 
provided  for  student  and 
faculty  representation  as  a 
righ  t. 

If  the  referendum  fails, 
or  even  if  it  passes  but  with 
a  very  low  voter  turnout, 
then  the  reform  movement 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  will  be  stopped. 
Experiments  like  University 
100  will  be  seen  less 
frequently,  if  at  all.  Faculty 
will  continue  to  regard 
students  as  "vessels  that 
must  be  filled  with 
knowledge".  Decisions 
about  exams,  courses,  etc. 
will  be  arbitrary  and 
unilateral. 

If  students  do  turn  out 
and  do  support  their 
Faculty  Council  reps,  then 
the  move  for  reform  will 
continue,  giving  students  a 
greater  say  in  the  style  and 
content  of  the  education 
they  receive.  Faculty  and 
students  could  become 
equally  involved  in  a 
learning  experience  which 
would  be  meaningful  and 
exciting.  A  democratic 
society  can  only  be  served 
by  a  university  whose 
students  have  been  assured 
of  their  maturity,  and  of 
their  right  to  participate  in 
the  making  of  decisions 
which  affect  them.
